Allied Bombers 
Scour Seas For 
Invader’s Ships 


Allied Headquarters, Australia, May ll ( A P )— Th a sequel 
to the flreat battle of the Coral Sea, Allied bombers dealt 
another blow to Japanese naval power yesterday by sinkinfl 
or damafling two enemy submarines off northeastern Aus­ 
tralia, General MacArthur’** headquarters announced today. 
The number of Japanese vessels officially reported knocked 
out or badly crippled in this theater in the past seven days 
thus was raised to a flrand total of 21. 
Competent observers said there were flood (grounds to 
believe that tho Allied announcements of Japanese losses so 
far had been conservative find there has been little mention of 
transports. 
Transport Losses 
CorresiKindents were informed today, however, that the 
enemy force included transports and that when the full list 
of sinkinfls is announced it miflht include Japanese transport 
losses. 
Thus far communiques have listed only two “trans­ 
ports or supply ships” sunk and two damafled. 
Whether the submarines were a part of the enemy fleet, 
repulsed by Alias! forces last week in the Coral Sea was not 
clear, but it was evident that the Allied air force was con­ 
tinuously patrolling those waters in search of scattered rem­ 
nants of the Japanese armada. 
First indication of this was given yesterday in a commu­ 
nique announcing that Allied planes had damaged another 
Japanese seaplane tender and a tanker in the Coral Sea. 
No Further ontacts 
That communique definitely declared, however, that there 
had been no further contact between Japanese and Allied 
naval units Saturday and no further mention of naval action 
was made by MacArthur’** headquarters today in reporting on 
Sunday’s developments. 
Official quarters declined to elaborate on the situation, and 
it still was uncertain whether tho Coral Sea action definitely 
had been broken off or whether the opposing fleets were man­ 
euvering to resume the battle which a Saturday communique 
sfiid had “ceased temporarily.”

Forty-five migratory* workers from 
Florida have been accepted as resi­ 
dents “although the camp is still 
not quite completed.’’ the F’arm Se­ 
curity Administration said. 
J, H. Wood, regional director, 
added that ‘ later’’ the all-wooden 
I structures "may be adapted to war­ 
tim e ase by bombed-out popula­ 
tions.'’ 
"The .shelters can be folded up 
nd transported In compact bundles.*’ 
Wood said, “and they can be erected 
in four minutes 
They also may be 
adapted to use by American mili­ 
tary forces." 
Built of panels that notch to­ 
gether. the dwellings were designed 
by F S A Engineer Michael Maseta 
as a result of the shortage of can­ 
vas. They are devoid of high-pri­ 
ority materials 
Each accommodates 
four persons. 
IT Other C am ps 
“For the first time.’’ Wood said, 
migratory worker. 
in 
decent, 
sanitary, 
comfortable 
quarters—a contrast to the ‘jungles,’ 
henhouses and abandoned shacks in 
which they previously lived" 
Seventeen similar camps are being 
completed in New York. New* Jersey, 
Maryland and Connecticut and "are 
expected, to attract migrant man­ 
power," the director added. 
Wood said earlier that New* Jer­ 
sey's labor shortage may be an indi­ 
cation of what lies ahead for other 
agricultural areas dependent upon 
migratory workers. Tora of aspara­ 
gus—first major crop to be harvest 
in the east—have spoiled in the 
fields in this region for want of 
harvest help 
Tile migratory camps, mobile, will 
"move up and down the eastern 
seaboard" as various crops reach 
harvest stage, the F.S.A, said. They 
were designed to aid the nation’s 
"food for victory" program by mini­ 
mizing crop losses. A ‘ much milder 
labor shortage,” the F-S.A. added, 
“cost the east more than IO per 
cent of its 1941 crops."

TEACHERS AND 
JANITORS END 
14-DAY STRIKE 


Shamokin. Pa., May ll (AP).—A 
two-weeks strike of 124 teachers and 
27 janitors in the Coal township 
schools for back pay ended today 
witli tlieir ret uni to work. 
Superintendent D. T. Meisberger 
said the teachers and janitors re­ 
turned to their duties as a result of 
a meeting Sunday, when a majority 
of those present voted to return on 
a possibility that state aid would be 
given to provide funds for their 
salaries, two months overdue. 
The teachers announced plans to 
hold another meeting in IO days to 
consider the situation further. 
When the teachers and janitors 
walked back the school board said 
funds were unavailable for back sal­ 
aries because of lack of tax pay 
ments from major coal companies. 
An application was filed with the

The strike, which began April 28, 
affected 3,200 pupils in the high 
school and 13 elementary buildings.
